Extensive atorma checked Improvement In 


business only for a time, and numerous strikes 
have not yet arrested it. Distribution ot prod- 
ucts to consumers seems larger, for more peo- 
ple are earning, and therefore more people ore 
able to buy. But it is less clear that, the in- 
crease of working force will continue, or that 
orders for products will further expand. 
The improvement thus 
far 
realized is 


based on actual increase in orders tor 
consumption, but pnr-t of this was to cover be- 
lated demands for the spring season. A con- 
siderable portion of the industrial force is still 
unemployed, and with wages much lower than 
a year ago consumption is not-as large. Pay- 
ments through all clearing liousos for the week . 
are 27.2 per cent, less than lust year. 3(1.0 at 
New York, and L'2.9 elsewhere. New orders for 
future distribution are still materially re- 
stricted by uncertainty about action at Wash- 
ington, and about, tho extent ana outcome of 
labor difficulties. 


Tho strike ol coke workers, though virtually 


over, still 
affects output and deliveries. 


Strikes In building trades at many cities re- 
strict employment of labor and Demand for 
jnateriuls, and during the past week thoro 
have been numerous strikes in textile and 
other manufacturing works, most of them be- 
cause restoration of wa^cs to rates formerly 
paid ia not yet conceded. •lost ot tho recov- 
ery roalizbd in business bas been made possi- 
ble by consent or workers to accept lower 
wages for a tim3, and if they insist on restora- 
tion of wages before consumption has restored 
prices, many works must stop. 


The great strilto threatened by th3 bitu- 


minous coal miners and strikes ot associated 
employes on so"mo railroads make tho future 
less hopeful. Out of twenty-ntno textile and 
metal-working concerns which stopped during 
the past week about a third closed because of 
trouble about wages. Otherwise the number 
resuming work or increoslng force, which was 
twenty-live, would have been larger. Enough 
orders have boon taken in iron and steel to 
keep employed for a time tho works now in 
operation; but this week no definite increase 
IB seen. Structural work at the west is lim- 
ited, and new business ut the east hardly 
makes up for orders filled. Railsmove slowly, 
and completion ot orders for wire, nails and 
barbed wire Is followed by weakness In prices. 
The great sales of Bessemer iron at Pittsburgh 
have been at such low prices—about 100,000 
tons going at a little over $10, with part below 
$10—aa to suatcest that tho expected demand 
for this material has not been realiuod. 


Shipments of boots and shoes for tho week 


are not quite 9 per cent, less thu-n last year, 
but the week's shipments last year were un- 
usually low, and it is estimated that produc- 
tion is abont a sixth less than usual. New or- 
ders are not hirge. but numerous enough to 
keep most of the works fairly busy, 


Textiles look a little weaker. In spite of 
iomowhat better distribution. Sales ot goods 


ready made are stimulated as better weather 
>mes, but orders for the spring season 
ro running out, and in orders for the fall there 
rather more uncertainty, except in dress 


oodw, for which tbe demand continues fair, 
n men's woulcris no Improvement is seen, and 
ultea number of mills have stopped or are 
bout to stop.orders being insufficient for profit- 
ble production. In'a few grades of goods lower 
rices are quoted, and in none an advance, al- 
lough strikes lor higher wages are not in- 
equent. 
The attempt to advance print 


othshas boon followed by o slight decline, 
nd while the cotton business has not mator- 
,lly changed dimensions, the tono Is rather 
!SS conMtlcnt. 
It is a healthy sign that speculation is re- 
trlcted. Industrial stocks have been flighty 
s usual, and tbe average of prices has ad- 
anccd£0 cents per share, while the average 
or railroad stocks has declined 4i> cents per 
tare. Exports of gold had some Influence, and 
ontlnuous loss in earning some. Earnings 
or April thus far decreased 13.4 per cont., 
gainst 14.1 in February and 13.4 in March, 
emoralization or lake freights already dl- 
erts much bulky east-bound tonnage from 
allroads, though the movement of other mer- 
landiso IK well sustain cd. 
Wheat has scarcely changed in prices dur- 
ngthe week, though exports were about 00 
aer cent, of last year's and western receipts 
bout 66 per cent.

But we do not understand that Senator 
Hill's opposition extends to the whole of 
the Wilson bill. If the income tax were 
stricken out of it, Senator Hill's objec 
tion to it would be confined to its de- 
ficiencies as a revenue measure and its 
admitted defects of detail.

People vs. John B. Creekmur, arrested 
for the murder of Rolla Boyd, was heard 
by Justice Hammer at the court house 
this forenoon. At 11:45 a. m. an ad- 
journment was taken until Monday next 
at 9 o'clock, when the prosecution will 
introduce more testimony. 


FBIDAY, APRIL 20—AFTERNOON. 


The following additional testimony 


was heard during Friday afternoon: 


THE EVIDENCE. 


Cressey May Hart's evidence contin- 


ued: We rode about two miles, and then 
Johns took me to the Boyd barn. I saw 
another man in the barn that I had not 
seen before. Johns pulled jue out of the 
buggy to tho barn. Prank Johns told 
me the other man's name was Tom 
Walker. When Johns got me to the 
barn they overpowered me and laid me 
on the floor. From the barn I went to 
Boyd's house, and saw Mrs. Boyd when 
I went in. When I was at the bacn. 
with the two men they outraged 
afe, 


against my will. Johns forced me the 
first Wednesday night. 


Cross Examined by Mr. Ewing.—Was 


born Jan 10; was at home on my birth- 
day. 
My motner made arrangement 


with Boyd for me to go to live with them. 
I knew the Boyds. I once before worked 
at Boyds for a week. She again pointed 
out John Creekmur as the man she knew 
as Frank Johns 
My sister told me the 


man's name was John Creekmur. 
It 


was nearer 8 than 9 o'clock on that 
Wednesday evening when I first saw 
him. It was on the road between Boyds 
and Creekmui's that I met him. Wo 
were going to Creekmur's and when we 
met Creekmur, Boyd called him Frank 
Johns and said he would take me to the 
house. Theie was a party there. There 
was one or tw o other men there. 
He 


introduced 
me to 'Mrs. 
Creekmur. 


There were children there and they 
played the organ. We had nothing to 
eat 
I staid about one hour when I said 


to Frank Johns that it was time for me 
to go home. Somebody played the or 
gan. 
[Here she failed to identify Mrs 


John Creekmur.] We came rightstraight 
back to Boyd's house When we got to 
the house he suggested going to the 
barn and I told him no sir; I had to 
get up early to go home, and that I 
could not go to the barn. When we got 
to the Boyd house he tied the hoise to 
the fence close to the barn, took me 
round the waist and dragged me to the 
barn. I told Mrs. Boyd all about it the 
next morning. It occurred m the hall 
of the barn. Saw him again the follow- 
ing Satuiday night when he came to 
take me home. Boyd arranged with 
Frank Johns to take me home because 
I had said I must go homo Sunday. 
Saturday night 
he 
had a 
buggy; 


Wednesday night he had a cart. We 
turned back; he said it was too muddy 
to go on, and we went back to Boyd's. 
We did not go into the barn that night. 
[It has been said that Miss. Hart was 


simple-minded. Her evidence empha- 
sized the statement. She was easily 
confused on the cross-examination.] 


Little Fairy Boyd, daughter of de- 


ceased, about nine years old was exam- 
ined as to her competency toy Mr. Ewing. 
She proved a bright little girl but did 
not know the nature of an oath. 
She 


said she did not know the difference be- 
tween the truth and a lie. 
Mr. Ewing 


objected to allowing her to testify. 
Mr. 


Buckingham examined her and upon the 
answers she made the court allowed her 
to testify. She said: "My sister went 
to the barn to call papa. 
I saw papa 


when he came to the house just before 
he waa killed. I saw John Creekmur 
running across the field just before we 
found papa. I told mama about Mr. 
Creekmur running and mama looked at 
him running 
He ran to the fence. 


There IB a road on the other side of the 
fence and when he crossed the fence he 
went on home.'" 


Cross-examined by Mr. Ewing 
"Saw 
Creekmui running When mama and I 
saw him running we saw him from the 
north window of the kitchen. Creekmur 
ran after ho got in the road till he 
reached his yard. Mama was taking up 
eggs when I called her about Creekmur 
running. After we looked at Creekmur 
running mama put on a shawl and went 
to the barn. I talked to my mama about 
it three times. I told her what I knew. 
She never told me about it. 1 saw Creek- 
mur at the house the day my papa was 
killed 
I saw the man they called Mr. 


Bendure the day he was out to find 
out how papa was killed. 


Robert Clifton, examined by Mr. Mills, 
testified: I worked with Boyd in the 
ditch a month or more. May Hart is a 
sister of my wife. Previous to the trip 
to Maroa I had a conversation with Boyd 
relative to the treatment of the girl at 
his house. The girl was at homo then. 
I had no conversation with the girl till 
after Boyd's death. We went to Maroa 


also a piece of manger about i feet long 
back of the north stall. 
Mr. Mills 
brought it home. I fitted it to a break 
in the manger. 


Cross-examination 
by Ewing: 
It 


was the top part 
of the 
manger. 


Did not see it till Mills found it. There 
were cobwebs and hay seed on one side. 
It was not freshly broken. Had the ap- 
pearance of haying been in there for a 
considerable time undisturbed. 
There 


was also a piece of 2x6 something about 
2^ feet Ipng in the front part of the 
north stall. The plow handle was sit- 
ting on end in the northeast corner of 
the north stall. We did not remove it. 
There was about three feet of space 
where boards were off the partition be- 
tween the stalls. One board had been 
freshly broken off. Both pieces were 
hanging, neither pieces being broken 
off. 
Don't know how it occurred. It was 


an inch oak board and perfectly sound. 
It was not broken but split.' 


Court then adjourned until 9 a. m. 


Saturday. 


SATl EDAY, APRIL 21. 


The court room this morning was not 


crowded as it was Friday morning,which 
was no doubt due to,the fact that the 
evidence expected waa not so interesting 
in point of expectation as that of Friday. 
Mr. Mills stated that tho state had some 
witnesses that could not get in before 
eleven o'clock, but in preference to wait- 
ing it was agreed that Dr. Will Barnes, 
whom the prosecution expected to put 
on the stand last, should be examined. 


Dr. Will Bainea was then called and 


was examined by Mr. Buckingham 
Dr. 


Barnes told how he found tho body at 
the cemetery at Lane, DeWitt county, 
111 The body had been exhumed before 
and some incisions made in the scalp. 
On turning back the skin flap could be 
seen numerous pieces of bone from be- 
tween which brain substance oozed. 
The skin had been dissected from the 
skull, exposing it fiom the frontal bone 
to the vertebife. Took out the brain. 
There is no question that the tears ob 
served in the dura mater was the 
result of 
tho blow 
which caused 


death. Found the skull fractured at the 
base. The fracture was started from 
the right of the line of the center of the 
skull. The base of the skull was entirely 
loosed from the dome by the fracture. 
(The 
skull was here exhibited.) The di- 


rection of the blow was downward and 
foiward, as tlie peculiarity of the frac- 
tures show. Had the blow been up- 
ward the top of the skull would have 
been splintered instead of the baae. 
It 


was done by one powerful blow or it 
might have been done by several blows. 
It seems possible that several blows were

The indica- 
tions are that the blow was downward 
as an upward blow would not produce 
the conditions we see in the fractures of 
the skull. The contusions observed in 
the scalp were on the left side and to- 
ward the top of the head and toward 
the base of the head. The brain, for a 
space as large as the palm of the hand, 
was crushed under the parts of the 
skull which was broken into fragments. 
This condition of the skull was produced 
by a blunt instrument. It could not 
have been done with a sharp insti ument. 
It might have been done with the flat 
part of a plow handle. This condition 
mtght have been produced with the 
back part of a garden spade, if the blow 
was delivered right.

There is great indignation 
here among both whites and blacks, 
and justice in some form will be meted 
out. 


SHAKEN BY EARTHQUAKE, 


The Severest Felt in Grease for Ten 


Tears—Thebes Almost Destroyed. 
ATHENS, April 
31.—The severest 


earthquake of the last ten years shook 
Athens, Thebes, Atalanta and several 
other cities at 7:30 o'clock last evening. 
Many houses were damaged. 


Thebes was almost destroyed. Two- 


thirds of the houses in the town were 
damaged and 
most of them were 


ruined. Scores of familes are home- 
less. 
The local officials have tele- 


graphed to Athens for help. Bequests 
for tents and food are coming in 
radidly. The greatest confusion and 
fright prevailed throughout the dis- 
trict and Thebes all the evening, and 
it was therefore impossible to learn 
positively how many were injured. As 
far as is known nobody was killed. 


Reports from Volo and Larissa say 


that both towns were shaken severely 
and much damage was done. In 
Athens the earthquake lasted half a 
minute.

Omaha Worktaurmtra Demand a Train 


for Kelly. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 20.— When, at 10 


o'clock this morning, the committee 
reported that the Kelly army had not 
yet obtained transportation the agreed 
signals were given, church bells runs' 
and whistles blown and the working- 
men of the city to the number of 5,000 
turned out and thronged 
Jefferson 


square, from which, after the report 
was heard, the crowd organized and 
elected officers and started on foot for 
Council Bluffs. 
The manager of the 


bridge line offered them the free use 
of the bridge, and two abreast they 
started on their long walk. 
The Demand Effused by the Railway 


OffloTH. 


They were met in Council Bluffs by 


a delegation of workingmen of that 
place, and all marched to Bavliss park 
and elected a committee to wait on 
the railroad officials and make known 
their demands. A mass meeting of the 
women of Council Bluffs was held in 
the opera house, and they marched in 
a body to where the conference was 
held and demanded that the Kelly 
army be given a train. 


At 8 o'clock the conference between 


the committee and the railroad officials 
was completed. The members of the 
committee were given to understand 
that transportation would not be fur- 
nished to Kelly and his men. 


A Threat to Capture a Train. 


This information was conveyed to 


waiting thousands who had congre- 
gated about the courthouse to await 
the coming of Chairman 
Tichnor. 


Reaching the grounds, he elbowed his 
way through the crowd and ascended 
the courthouse steps. When he an- 
nounced the result of the conference 
it was greeted by a roar of howls, jeers 
and hisses. After making a short ad- 
dress he stated that the committee had 
decided to wait until 4 o'clock, at 
which hour, if a train was not furn^ 
Ished, one would be taken and run out 
to Kelly's camp, where his men would 
be loaded on and started on their east- 
ward journey. 
A Train Taken by Force and Sent to 
Weston. 


It was the understanding that if this 


plan carried the train would start from 
Omaha. 
He spoke in strong terms 


against violence and cautioned the men 
against any destruction of property. 


Five thousand men started for the 


transfer with the expressed intention 
of gHtin" a train before they re- 
turned. If they could not get an en- 
gine at the transfer they were to 
inarch to South Omaha and get what 
they wanted there. 


About 7:30 this even'ng an engine 


belonging to the Union Pacific was 
captured at the transfer depot by the 
Council Bluffs women, who had gone in 
a body to the dep >t. ''hey swarmed 
upon the engine and the crew were or- 
dered off, and the engine was at once 
manned by one o* t1 e women. Empty 
box cars were picked up, and the train,

OMAHA, Neb., April 20.— Gen. Kelly 


has proved his claim to be the leader 
of an army of peace as he has emphati- 
cally refused to accept a train taken 
to Weston by his Omaha friends. 
The train was captured at the Council 
Bluffs transfer for the 
purpose of 


bringing the industrial army back to 
Council Bluffs, and Gen. Kelly says, as 
that would be an express violation of 
the law, he cannot think of using it. 


The crowd at the transfer was led 


by Omaha men who declared they 
would have a train. 
A train was 


stopped, but it was found to be bound 
for St. Louis and was allowed to pro- 
ceed. 
Captured by a Mob with Women in the 
Front Bank. 


In the yards was Union Pacific engine 


840, 
having three empty cars. 
The 


crowd made a dash for this engine and 
captured it, and were soon heading for 
the bridge and Omaha. 


The successful capture of this loco- 


motive inspired the others with more , 
courage, and when Union Pacific en- 
gine 1,286 pushed a string of cars 
np into, the yards the mob rushed for 
acd easily captured it. 


Two young girls. May Cromer and 


Annie Hooten, were in the front rank 
of those who clambered up the cab 
steps and on the tender, where they 
triumphantly waved an American flag. 
In leas than a minute the engine and 
cars were covered with people and the 
men in the lead frantically waved their 
arms and shouted to the surging crowd, 
but their voices were drowned by the 
cheers of the moV Dozens of women 
were surging about the train and were 
ran against and knocked about by the 
crowd, but they pushed with the rest 
and cheered or hooted as the occasion 


Mui Bint Out to Taar Vp the Track. 
Theangine and train were run up and 


down the tracks, with the engine bell 
clanging aoct its whistte blowing and 
the steam biasing from the escape 
valves. 


Finally, a train was made jnp by the 


•niriBe and started foe Weston, eleven

The railroads had sent out men to 


tear up the track between Council 
Bluffs and Weston, and had already 
gotten several rails up when a com- 
pany of Kelly men appeared and made 
them replace them. The track was 
also torn tip for some distance east of 
Weston, shutting off all hope of prog- 
ress by rail in that direction. 


When the train reached Weston it 


•was greeted with cheers, but thosa on 
board were surprised to see Gen. Kelly 
advance in his quiet way and announce 
his decision to not accept the train, as 
under his rules of peace he could not 
do what would be an express violation 
of the Jaw; so he absolutely refused 
the train. 
He greeted his friends 


warmly and an. open-air meeting- was 
held at which speeches were made by 
Kelly, his lieutenants and the visitors. 
Many had come out on foot and in car- 
riages and the town presented a lively 
scene. 
The Industrial Soldlera Still Cheerful. 


The industrial soldiers still are cheer- 


ful after all their rebuffs and setbacks, 
and Kelly is still tirelessly going about 
from proup to group with words of en- 
couragement. 


Gen. 
Kelly announced that he would, 


with his army, start on foot for Coun- 
cil Bluffs in the morning-- The train 
left for the transfer depot at 11 o'clock, 
the Kellyites bidding the passengers a 
rousing good night and gave them 
three cheers. There are four very sick 
men in the industrial army, who will 
be left at a hospital either in Council 
Bluffs or here. The object of the re- 
turn is to arrange another ou tlet, and 
it is probable the army wrll go down 
the river by boat. 
A Formal Demand tor the Protection of 
the Railroad Property. 


The Union Pacific to-night made a 


formal demand on Mayor Bemis of this 
city and Gov. Crounse of Nebraska for 
protection for its property. The gov- 
ernor has the two local militia com- 
panies under arms and awaiting or- 
ders in their armories to be ready at a 
moment's notice 
in case 
of need. 


Large crowds of people from here went 
to Council Bluffs to-night, some parties 
numbering over 1,000 men, marching 
all the way. A large meeting was 
held in Jefferson square, at which the 
Iowa authorities were scathingly de- 
nounced.

The railroad officials here are most 


bitter in their determination to com- 
bat every measure taken 
to send 


Kelly's army over their roads. Judge 
Hubbard made the startling statement 
that the road he represented would 
not hesitate to wreck any train taken 
by force by the array. It would make 
no difference what would be the result 
in loss of human life, the road had a 
principle at stake. 


"If they capture one of our trains," 


he said, "we wilf first send out two or 
three engines from the west end to 
couple on the way car and pull it back, 
engine and all. If that fails there will 
be but one course. We will steam up 
a wild engine, open the throttle and 
send it down to meet the captured 
train, and let the wreck solve the 
problem as to whether we are obliged 
to carry these men without remunera- 
tion." 


At 8 o'clock this evening word was 


received by Gen. Kelly that a train is 
on the way from Council Bluffs, and or- 
ders were at once given to pack up and 
be ready for an immediate start. An- 
other report was received that a gang 
of railroad men had started out with 
tools to tear up the track ahead of the 
train.

CI.EVEI.AIID, O., April -20.— More than 


1,000 unemployed men gathered in the 
public square at 9:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing, and after listening to a number 
inflammatory speeches, delivered in 
foreign tongues, by representatives of 
the striking laborers," a raid was made 
on the sewer in course of construction 
on St. Clair street. About 100 men 
were found at work there, and they 
were compelled to stop and join the 
strikers. 


Some 500 men, armed with clubs, 


then marched to the corner of Lake 
and Seneca streets, where a gang of 
street pavers were at work. The men 
were quickly surrounded, and though 
they demurred they were compelled to 
lay down their tools. 


At this point the mob became de- 


monstrative and the police were called. 
The presence of the officers quieted 
the crowd and they dispersed. They 
got together again quickly, however, 
and drove off the men employed by the 
street railroad company at the Central 
market house. 


A force of 100 men working on the 


fill at the Petrie-street bridge was next 
attacked and compelled to stop work. 
The men left this point, threatening to 
visit the Standard foundry, which is 
being operated by nonunion men, who 
live in the works, and drive the men 
out of the shops. A squad of police 
was sent to the Standard to prevent 
trouble. 


The strike, which started yesterday, 


was caused by the fact that contract- 
ors were taking advantage of the ne- 
cessities of the unemployed, and paying 
ridiculously small wages for labor. 
Many men were employed for only 
seventy-five cents a day. The city au- 
thorities were asked so compel con- 
tractors to pay living wages, but were 
powerless to do so.

against the passage of the Wilson 
tariff bill.' 


The league is composed of both dem- 


ocrats and republicans. They expect 
to parade to-day if they can get a per- 
mit from the ^police authorities. The 
delegation was met here by Repre- 
sentative' Harmer, of Pennsylvania, 
who will be one of the speakers in 
their behalf to-day. The leaders say 
they will have 8,000 men in line to- 
day, and that they will march to the 
capitol at 1 o'clock, where they expect 
to get a hearing before the senate 
finance committee. In the event that 
a hearing is cot accorded them to-day, 
they will try to secure one Monday.
